Sterling R. Cockrill Jr, of Little 
Rock said Monday that he has 
been asked by a number of per- 
sons to consider running for 
governor and that he is consid- 
ering it. 


Cockrill, speaker of the Ar- 


kansas House, said he was not 
running at this time. 


"At this stage of the game, 


I am not convinced that Gov. 
(Winthrop) Rockefeller needs to 
have an opponent In his bid for 
re-election," Cockrill said. 


"I personally feel that any 


governor should have two terms 
In which to accomplish his pro- 
gram," he said. 


Cockrill said he had no time- 


table on when he might seek 
the state's highest office and if 
he decided to run, It may be 
1970 rather than next year. 


He said be may have to make 


a decision earlier If it turns out 
that Rockefeller does not make 
a very good record. 


Cockrill, 41, said persons rep- 


resenting 
different points of 


view in the Democratic Party 
had approached him on the sub- 
ject.

Rocks Off 
Tanker 


LAND'S END, England (AP) 


~*A violent explosion rocked the 
engine 
room of the stranded 


supertanker Torrey Canyon to- 
day and halted salvage opera- 
tions, 


A Royal Navy spokesman said 


one man—believed to be the 
salvage master of the Dutch tug 
Utrecht-was badly burned in 
the blast and died a short time 
later. 


Reports 
that 
the 
tanker, 


which still has about 80,000 tons 
of oil aboard, was on fire mobil- 
ized a fleet of rescue ships and 
British navy helicopters. They 
took off the ship's captain, three 
crewmen and two salvage offi- 
cers. 


The huge blast blew the roof 


and the floor of the engine room 
to bits. Helicopter pilots who 
said 
they were able to see 


through the keel said there was 
no fire but the ship had suffered 
severe damage. 


Surrounded by its own leaking 


oil, which now covers 100 square 
miles of ocean off the southwest 
tip of England, the 61,263-ton 
tanker lay crippled and desert- 
ed. She is owned by a subsidiary 
of the Union Oil Co. of Califor- 
nia.

federal government has failed 
to match its promises of aid for 
needy children.

one irate congressman said of 
school 
officials who designed 


budgets around federal prom- 
ises of extra support. 


An Associated Press survey 


showed some districts are get- 
ting just half the money they 
expected, while others are get- 
ting more than they counted on. 


In every state, the survey 


showed, there are somedistricts 
without the money to pay bills 
contracted with the expectation 
they would be covered by feder- 
al aid.

Supreme Court Still 
Shows Tendency to 
Protect Criminals 
WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


Supreme Court Is showing a re- 
newed tendency to intervene in 
criminal law cases, but where 
this year's decisions will take 
the justices — and the law — Is 
still very much In doubt. 


Monday the pendulum swung 


a bit toward the side of police- 
men, who have complained bit- 
terly in the last few years that 
the court was handcuffing them. 


Police officers "need not in- 


variably be required to disclose 
an Informant's identity" so long 
as the trial judge Is convinced 
the tipster is reliable, the court 
decided, 


"Old reliable, the informer," 


was the derisive description 
pinned 
by dissenting Justice 


William 0, Douglas on the tip* 
ster who has been a useful tool 
to police for centuries. 


But Douglas was in the minor, 


ity, 
By a 5-4 decision, written 


for the court by Justice Potter 
Stewart, police were given a 
freer 
hand to 
make arrests 


without obtaining search war- 
rants. 


Certainly police were cheered • 


and it was a gloomy day for civ- 
il libertarians. However, the 
cheering and fingernail biting 
may be premature, 


Just last 
week, the court 


agreed to review the power of 
police to stop people on the 
street they think look suspi- 
cious, and frisk them for weap. 
ons or other evidence of crime. 


This means at least four of 


the nine justices thought a con- 
stitutional 
evaluation 
was in 


order. If five decide "stop and 
frisk" can't be squared with the 
Constitution, the pendulum will 
swing back. 


Awaiting decision are several 


other significant cases in the 
field of criminal law, at least 
three 
ranking 
in importance 


with Monday's informer case. 
These concern putting suspects 
to lineups without the assistance 


of 
counsel, 
court-authorized 


electronic eavesdropping, and 
juvenile court procedures. 


In the criminal cases already 


decided this term the pendulum 
has swung In both directions. 


On Feb. 13, the court served 


stern notice on prosecutors that 
convictions 
obtained "by the 


knowing use of false evidence" 
could not stand. 


A week later, It shored up fed- 


eral constitutional rights of de- 
fendants In state criminal trials. 
When these rights are violated, 
a 7-1 decision said, the burden 
will be on the states to prove 
"beyond 
a reasonable doubt" 


that the Infringement "did not 
contribute to the verdict." 


Then, on March 13, all nine 


justices agreed that a defendant 
in a state criminal case is enti- 
tled to a speedy trial — a right 
that defendants In federal pros- 
ecutions always have had. 


However, on Feb. 20 the court 


upheld the right of California 
authorities to search an automo- 
bile for narcotics without get- 
ting a search warrant. 


In January the court ruled 


that state prosecutors may tell 
juries about a defendant's prior 
offenses before the juries pass 
on guilt or innocence. The prac- 
tice applies in states where ha. 
bltual offenders 
draw 
stiffer 


sentences, 


On some occasions the court 


nas simply sidestepped criminal 
law Issues. Where the justices 
are heading may not be fully 
known until June.

Johnson 
sent a message to 


President Ho Chi Minh of North 
Vietnam in the first week of 
February 
suggesting "direct 


talks" for peace in Vietnam, 
but Ho rejected the offer, the 
North Vietnamese Foreign Min- 
istry announced today.

SAIGON (AP) - 
Chief of 


state Nguyen Van Thieu, return- 
ing today from the Guam con« 
ference with President Johnson, 
said South Vietnam has invited 
North Vietnam to a peace meet- 
ing but Hanoi has not replied 
yet. 


Thieu said the United States 


and South Vietnam agreed at 
the Guam conference on their 
"determination to search for a 
just and permanent peace," but 
he emphasized that while back- 
ing peacemaking efforts, South 
Vietnam insists 
on "proper 


guarantees." 


Thieu told an airport news 


conference: "We have put out a 
proposal for Hanoi to discuss 
peace with us and if Hanoi Is 
ready to discuss peace with us, 
we are 
ready 
to meet with 


them." 


Premier Nguyen Cao Ky, who 


also attended the Guam meet- 
ing, said details of the peace 
feeler could not be disclosed 
since Hanoi has not responded. 
The proposal was relayed to 
Hanoi before the Guam confer- 
ence "through channels open to 
us," he said. 


In Guam, White House press 


secretary George Christian de- 
clined to comment on Thieu's 
announcement. 


Ky 
and 
Thieu hailed the 


Guam meeting as a reafflrma- 
tion of the "spirit of coopera- 


, tion" between the United States 
and South Vietnam. Thieu said 
both 
parties 
renewed 
their 


pledge "to make all efforts to 
insure 
that 
Hanoi 
cannot 


achieve a military victory in 
South Vietnam." 


In a public statement while in 


Guam, Ky asked Johnson a se- 
ries of questions which in effect 
called for an escalation of the 
war by attacks on Hanoi and 
on Communist communication

through Cambodia and 


Laos. 


He explained 
in Saigon he 


asked 
the questions to focus 


world attention on the continued 
Communist aggression and said 
he did not expect an immediate 
answer from Johnson.

SAIGON (AP)- U.S. Ambas- 


sador Henry Cabot Lodge re- 
turned tonight from the Guam 
conference with President John- 
son and said he saw "absolute- 
ly" no immediate prospect for 
peace negotiations to settle the 
Vietnam war. 


"All that talk is premature," 


Lodge told newsmen, "and it 
will also be that for a long 
time." 


Asked about a new peace pro- 


posal which Nguyen Van Thieu, 
South Vietnamese chief of state, 
said had been made to Hanoi, 
Lodge said Thieu's announce- 
ment was not a new one and 
that a news story about it had 
been published in the Philip- 
pines several days ago. 


To a newsman's query if he 


saw 
immediate 
prospect 
of 


peace, 
Lodge replied: "Abso- 


lutely not." 


Returning with Lodge from 


the Guam meeting were Gen. 
William C. Westmoreland, U.S. 
commander 
in Vietnam, and 


Robert Komer, special presi- 
dential assistant who has been 
assigned to work on the paci- 
fication program here. 


Lodge described 
the Guam 


conference as "very useful" and 
said it was "not the type of 
meeting that has a lot of big, 
bold, new proposals." 


He said the outstanding event 


of the meeting came when Pre- 
mier Nguyen Cao Ky presented 
President Johnson with a copy 
of South Vietnam's new consti- 
tution. Lodge said the presenta- 
tion was "something no one ex- 
pected" and "made quite a big 
impression." 


Of the Guam conference it- 


self, Lodge summed up by say- 
ing "I would say it was a useful 
stock taking." 


Thieu said on his return from 


Guam that South Vietnam had 
invited the North Vietnamese to 
a peace meeting but that Hanoi 
has not replied. 


Thieu said the United States 


and South Vietnam agreed 
at 


the Guam conference on their 
"determination to search for a 
just and permanent peace," but 
he emphasized that while back- 
ing peacemaking efforts, South 
Vietnam 
insists 
on "proper 


guarantees."

Really Want

ly want an income tax increase 
this year and instead plans to 
pump $9.3 billion into the econo- 
my before the 1968 election.
